Upon her velvet gown incrusted 
with cream-colored laces made at 
Chambery, the bride had thrown 
an emerald crape caught on her 
left shoulder with a wide band of 
mink fur. Her bobbed hair was 
held together by a platinum fas- 
tening tn the center of which 
glowed a square-cut diamond. The 
gown was of the latest fashion and 
extended a few inches below the 
knee. She also wore a magnificent 
ruby pendant on a gold and plati- 
num chain around her throat.

FIRST OF FIVE RADIUM 
POISONING VICTIMS Dit 


New Jersey Woman Succumbs 
After Awaiting Death 
Two Years. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—The end 
that she knew for two years was 
inevitable came to Mrs, Quinta 
McDonald today. She died at 3:30 
p. m. in Memorial Hospital, West 
106th street, where she had been 
for 10 weeks, a victim of radium 
poisoning. 

Mrs. McDonald is the first to die 
of the five women victims in New 
Jersey, on whom medical science 
long ago passed sentence of death. 
All were poisoned by pointing with 
their lips the little brushes they 
used to paint radium numerals on 
watch dials when they worked in 
the plant of the United States 
Radium Corporation in Orange, N. 
J. ; 

Mrs. McDonald lived in Orange. 
During the two years that she had 
known she must die she had 
thought not so much of herself 
as of her husband, James, and 
her two children, now nine and 
five years old. She never was sure 
her children had not contracted the 
poisoning from her. 

She worked in the plant from 
March, 1917, to March 1919. Then 
she married. In the fall of 1923 
she became ill and it was not un- 
til two years later that her sick- 
ness was diagnosed as radio-ac- 
tivity that had attacked her bones. 

The four surviving victims are 
Miss Katherine Schaub of Newark, 
Mrs. Albina Larice, Mrs. McDon- 
ald’s sister, of Orange; Mrs. Edna 
Hussman of Hillside, N. J., and 
Miss Grace “Fryer of Orange. In 
June, 1928, when their damage 
suits against the Radium Corpora- 
tion had been settled out of court, 
each received $10,000 In a lump 
sum and $600 a year and expert 
medical attention.

She Voluntarily Grants-In- 


terview With Police That | 


Throws No Light on Hus- 
band’s Murder. . 


FIVE WITNESSES ARE 
HEARD AT INQUEST 


It Then Is Continued Until 
Next Week to Permit 
Further Investigation In- 
to Killing. 


Mrs. Adelaide Mogler, widow of 
State Senator Joseph Mogler, and 
her lawyer, Murtha J, Hackett, 
were’ questioned at length by Chief 
of Detectives Kaiser at Police 
Headquarters yesterday. At the 
conclusion of the interviews, Kai- 
ser indicated that he had learned 
nothing that might throw light 
on the unexplained murder of the 
politician, movie theater owner 
and bondsman who was shot to 
death by one of two masked men 
last Monday morning. 

The examination of Mrs. Mog- 


ler, which lasted five hours, began 
shortly after an uncompleted in- 
quest which was continued by Cor, 
oner Dever until next Saturday 
after five witnesses had been ex- 
amined. Mrs. Mogler, who had not 
been asked to testify, and Attor- 
‘ney Hackett voluntarily went to 
Headquarters with detectives at 
Chief Kaiser’s request. There Mrs. 
Mogler was closeted with Kaiser 
and his aids...Hackett was excused 
until afternoon when he appeared 
at the office with various papers 
belonging to the Mogiler estate 
which had been intrusted to him 
by the widow. 

/It was learned that Mrs. Mogler 
reviewed her husband's life and 
habits, his friends and associates, 
his bond-signing activities, his in- 
vestments and his theater enter- 
prises. 

Rarely Refused Favors. 

As in previous interviews, she 
said she knew of no one who 
might have desired her husband’s 
death and declared that he had ex- 
pressed no fear of assassination. 
He had hundreds of friends, she 
said, many of whom came to their 
home at 4458 Athlone avenue seek- 
ing *favors which he rarely re- 
fused, although at times he re- 
marked that the signing of bonds 
was distasteful to him. 

She repeated her previous state- 
ment that she believed his alleged 
association with other women was 
“nothing but political gossip.”” She 
declared he was in good spirits and 
joked with her when he left home 
last Monday morning for his office 
at the Mogler Theater, 3936 North 
Ninth street, where he was shot 
down. ” 

At the inquest, Coroner Dever 
asked police if they had found on 
Mogler’s person “a Jjttle black 
book,” in which he haa kept a rec- 
ord of his more intimate affairs. 
including transactions with gang- 
sters and underworld characters 
whom he had befriended as bonds- 
man and parole advocate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Stars 
of the stage and men active in the 
business, civic and religious life of 
the country paraded up Pennsyl- 
Vania avenue today to plead for a 
reduction of taxes at the doors of 
Congress.

Police Captain’s Testimony. 

Capt. Charles H. Loepker, of An- 
gelica Street Police Station, testi- 
fied that he was at the station, a 
block from the theater, when he 
was told that Phinney had appear- 
ed with the news that Mogler had 
been shot. Hurrying to the the- 
ater with several of his men, he 
said he found Mogler’s body lying 
face down on the floor of the the- 
ater about six or eight feet from 
the entrance. Mogler had been shot 
in the left cheek. His overcoat was 
fully buttoned and his scarf, gloves, 
jewelry and money were vundis- 
turbed. 

The Captain’s testimony was cor- 
roborated by Patrolman Fred J. 
Dietz and Detective-Sergeant 
Thomas J. Moran. The latter told 
of interviewing about 50 persons, 
including friends, associates and 
employes of Mogler, and had not 
obtained any information pointing 
to a solution of the crime. 

Phinney testified that he un- 
locked the theater at 8:55 a. m. 
Monday and was about to swee, 
out the cashier’s cage when two 
men entered through the front 
door. 

‘Is Mri Mogler in yet?” inquired 
one of the men. “No, sir,” Phinney 
replied, his back turned. “We want 
to see him about a case coming up 
in court,” the man said. 


Forced to Lie on Floor. 


“I was about to turn around 
when I felt a revotver pressed 
against my back,” Phinney testi- 
fied. “The man told me: ‘Don’t 
turn around, bud@y. Keep your 
face to the wall.’ He marched me 
down the center aisle to a cross 
aisle and made me ne face down 
on the floor with my arms out- 
spread. 


“The keys to the theater which 
I carried in my coat pocket bumped 
against a seat. Without saying a 
word, one of the men reached in 
my pocket, took the keys and threw 
them to the other man, who was 
returning to the tobby.” 


Phinney said one of the men sat 
on him and he heard nothing un- 
til a few minutes later when the 
front door opened. Then, he said, 


he heard a shot and the voice of: 


the man who fired, 
“Come on; I got him (or it). 
Let’s go.”" He was not sure whether 
the man said “I got him,” or “I 
got it.” After the man who was 
sitting on him ran up the aisle to 
join his companion, Phinney said 
he scrambled to his feet and ran 
out a rear door, hurrying to the 
police station. 

Detectives have searched the 
theater for the janitor’s keys and, 
failing to find them, have conclud- 
ed that they were taken away by 
the slayers. Phinney, however. did 
not have keys .to Mogler’s private 
office where he kept theater money 
in a safe.

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Man Who Says He Is Con- 
nje Franklin § Denies 
Whole Story of Attack— 
_ Sheriff Doubts Identity. 


BATESVILLE, Ark., Dec. 7.— 


Franklin, young farmhand who 
was thought to have been cremated 
alive after being beaten and tor- 
tured into insensibility last March 
9, walked into the county jail at 
Batesville today and was greeted 
joyously by two of the five men 
charged with his murder, Joe 
White and Herman Greenway. 

“It’s all a frame-up on these fel- 
lows,” said the visitor. “I left the 
hills after a drinking bout and 
have been working different places 
ever since. Nobody beat me. The 
only bruise I got was when I fell 
off a mule.” 

“It’s just a slick move on the. 
part of the defense,” was the com- 
ment of Sheriff Sam Johnson. 
‘That man isn’t Connie Franklin.” 

Franklin disappeared after he 
had obtained a license to marry 
18-year-old Tillie Ruminer. Both 
were residents of the St. James 
community, near Mountain View, 
an illiterate district frequently 
terrorized by bands of night riders. 

According to witnesses, the pair 
were waylaid as they were on their 
way to be married, Franklin beaten 
until he fainted and then burned 
on a brush fire and his bride-to- 
be criminally attacked. Five men 
were indicted for the murder, two 
of them being additionally 
charged with the attack. 

Tillie Ruminer told the Grand 
Jury that the night-riders, unable 
to destroy Franklin’s remains by 
fire, dumped them into a sack and 
started toward the White River. 
Eugene Chauncisse, a woodsman, 
told how he had stood behind a 
tree and seen “considerable.” 

Both witnesses and a third, a 
young deaf mute, were threatened 
by night riding bands after they 
had whispered their tales to the 
grand jury and Sheriff Johnson 
himself was paid a visit by Aleck 
Fulk, alleged leader of the night 
riders from Cagin Creek ahd Dry 
Creek, who was accompanied by 
Hubert Hester, Herman Greenway, 
Bill C. Younger and Joe White. 

Fulk suggested that the crime 
had not been committed and that 
Johnson -~had best see that. the 
prosecution be dropped. 

“All right, men,” the Sheriff re- 
plied, “you bring back Connie 
Franklin and I won't bother you 
any more.” The men promised to 
do so and returned to the hills. 
Three of them went into the Ok- 
lahoma mountains and have not 
been heard from since.

and Politician Reported | 


Always to Carry a “‘Roll” 
of More Than $1000. 


Political St. Louis lost one of its 
most colorful figures in the death 
of Joseph L. Schuler of pneumonia 
yesterday at St. Mary’s Hospital. 

For nearly half a century he was 
a fixture of the political meeting- 
place and battle-ground between 
Eleventh and Fourteenth streets, 
Ciark avenue and Market street. 
Dairyman, saloon keeper, genius 
loci of the old Four Courts and 
Brigadier of the Koeln faction— 
these weer the stages in his ad- 
vance to the ultimate role of “mar- 
rying Justice.” 

And Joe Schuler always dressed 
the part. 


As Justice of the Peace | 
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who married 15,000 pairs in the | 


last 15 years, he wore a fresh 
pink carnation every morning.

Nor were these so incongruous In 
a saloon keeper of the rare and 
respected type to which -Schuler 
belonged. He was a dispenser of 
counsel with his beer, of aid with, 
his free lunch. And it is record- 
ed in the memory of uncounted 
politicians that all four were ex- 
cellent. 

His Bar tn the Old Days. 

Ft is not recorded in the mem- 
ory of many, however, when his 
saloon was established at the south- 
east corner of Eleventh and Clark. 
Thirty years ago it was a going 
institution, distinguished for its 
neatness, its beer and its perennial 
throng of politiclans from “across 
the street.” 

Jury warrants and witness fees 
were cashed in Clark avenue 8Sa- 
loons which were the rendezvous 
of lawyers, reporters, attaches of 
courts and police headquarters, vis- 
‘itors to the adjacent jail. More 
‘than once a winning attorney stood 
lthe drinks for Judge, jury and op- 
| posing counsel. 
| Clark avenue opposite the Four 
'Courts was lined with saloons. But 
ithe two which stood out were 
‘those at/the ends of the row — 
| Schuler’s on the west and 
| Schweickhardt’s at the southwest 
‘corner of Twelfth and Clark. 
| Schweickhardt moved on as pro- 


'prietor of the Cottage, which sold 


i beer in Forest Park under official | 


| supervision, an@ Schuler was left 
without a rival. 

Some of his “sales appeal” was 
quiet and decency, due in part, to 
the Schuler disposition but pos- 
sibly more to the frequent presence 
of the Schuler women-folk. And 
political St. Louis knew Mrs. Schu- 
ler’s pies well and favorably. 

In those days a policeman could 
drink beer without standing be- 
hind the saloon icebox. A certain 
policeman, who has long since 
passed on, liked his beer in a lem- 
onade giass. Good beer and good 
measure for 5 cents, his order be- 
came almost universal at Schuler’s, 
and its was phrased after the po- 
liceman’s name, “Gime mé a ‘Pad- 
dy.’ ” 
| When the courts moved to the 
‘new Municipal Courts Building, 
‘Schuler moved with them to Four- 
‘teenth and Clark. He obtained 
| contracts for feeding grand and 
|petit jurors. Sometimes he signed 
‘a bond. 
| Schuler was much around the 
‘Four Courts, but customers rarely 
or seekers for aid or advice rare- 
ly looked for him vainly in the sa- 
loon. Often he would be sociably 
in front of the bar. Behind the 
bar would bé one or both of his 
sons, Fred and Anton. 

The latter, Tony, was a middle- 
sized but well-set up lad, quiet, but 
friendly, and gifted with a memory 
for first names. Patrons remem- 
bered him, and now he is Public 
Administrator. 

It would have been strange if 
political power had not come to 
the Schulers through that saloon. 
When Joseph Schuler, formerly a 
Republican City Committeeman, 
was elected Justice of the Peace 
his marrying career was ready- 
made. 

Persons without a particular 
minister or Justice in mind were 
directed from the Marriage License 
Bureau across the street to his of- 
fice at 200 South Twelfth. 

Anton Schuler went from the sga- 

loon to a political career even 
more successful if less picturesque. 
Chief Deputy Marshal in Police 
Court No. 1 at 22, he was appoint- 
ed City Marshal by Mayor Kiel in 
1921. Im 1924, when he was elect- 
ed Sheriff, he led the Koeln slate 
in an epochal fight In local Repub- 
lican politics. 
: He alone of the immediate fami- 
‘ly survives Joseph Schuler, who 
|was 78 years old. The Marrying 
| Justice became ill 12 days ago at 
his home, 308A South Fourteenth 
street, and was taken to the hos- 
pital last Monday. Beneath his 
bed was found $1700, a reminder 
of the tradition that he always car- 
ried a “roll” in excess of $1000.

A change in the nature of the 
activities of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Abatement League has been decid- 
ed upon as & result of the passage 
& year ago of the new antismoke 


ordinance. The league, whose fi-|- 


Bances had been planned to cover 
three winters ending with the cur- 
rent séason, now intends to pro- 


long its life and to make its pres- 
ent funds serve for an additional 
winter. 

, The new leading purpose of the 
league will be to educate St. Louis- 
ans and their immediate neighbors 
to co-operate effectively with the 
city government in enforcing the 
new law. This ordinance, which 
was sponsored by the league to 
“put teeth in enforcement” of 
smoke prevention rules, has estab- 
lished the city as the active abate- 
ment agency. The city’s powers to 
act against the smoke evil have 
been enlarged and through a email 
annual tax on boilers the city has 
sufficient funds for the necessary 
staff of inspectors. 

More Education. 

An intensive campaign to show 
the people how to combat smoke 
ig projected by the league. The 
radio, newspaper advertisements, 
pamphlets and speakers will spread 
the message. These mediums will 
tell how to use smokeless fuels ef- 
ficiently, how to install equipment 
that burns coal with the minimum 
of smoke and how minor changes 
in household heating plants may 
greatly reduce the volume of 
smoke. The greatest trouble in 
simoke abatement has been with 
domestic plants, 

The first radio address will be 
over station KMOX by Sidney R. 
Baer, président of the league, at 
9;30 p. m. Tuesday. Speakers will 
appear subsequentiy at meetings of 
various organizations. 

Co-operation will be given the 
city by the league if it becomes 
necessary to prosecute incorrigible 
offenders. The law provides for 
padilocking of offending furnaces 
and boilers as an extreme measure. 
The league previously had devoted 
itself largely to making records of 
chimneys smoking excessively, and 


}to making house-to-hotse educa- 


tional visits. It still offers service 
to the public about changes in 
heating plants, at its office in the 


In an announcement yesterday 
Baer says: 

‘The task is now half done. Only 
through the combined efforts of 
the city government and the citi- 
genry of St. Louis can the work 
be completed. Last winter saw &@ 
decrease in soot falling averaging 
approximately 50 per cent. It is 
obvious that if such strides could 
be made last year, increased funds 
and a mardatory smoke law, now 
in force, must bring far greater 
improvement in the future. The 
Citizens’ Smoke Abatement League 
is anxious to help the city govern- 
ment execute its new trust and 
urges every St. Louisan to join this 
great ‘and growing movement. 
When smoke is entirely eliminated, 
we shall have a cleaner and a 
more healthful city and our civic 
pride will be on the increase. 

Study of Sitaation Goes On. 


“(Two years of work by the|' 


league has already resulted in @ 
material reduction of the sootfall 
in thig city. In those two years 
thousands of janitors and home 
ownerrs have been instructed in 
proper firing methods and in re- 
constructing antiquated heating 
equipment. Accurate, scientific

AT CITY SANITARIUM 


Only 62 of 3260 Patients Un- 
der Restraint—Credit Given 
to Hydrotherapy. 


Hydrotherapy has abolished the 
straightjacket at City Sanitarium, 
physicians related in the scientific 
session of superintendents of State 
pospitals, which was held there 
Friday by invitation of city offici- 
als. 

Not only the straightjacket, but 
the “maniaca] building” was abol- 
ished by the effectiveness of the 
soothing water treatment, com- 
mented Dr. M. A. Bliss, specialist 
in mental diseases and member of 
the Eleemosynary Board. He said: 

“It was not only called the 
‘maniacal building,’ but the words 
were carved in stone over the en- 
trance,” he related. The place Was 
so noisy that physicians and at- 
tendants could aecarcely make 
themselves heard. Within three 
weeks after hydrotherapy was in- 
augurated the maniacal division 
was so transformed that the Neu- 
rological Society met-in the build- 
ing free of disturbance.” 

About ten years ago, it was ex- 
plained, the city sent a physician to 
Ward Island to studythe hydro- 
therpy. Later a woman physician 
taught it to attendants here whose 
expertness was demonstrated to the 
visiting superintendents. They were 
impressed with the report that now 
only 66 of 3260 patients in the City 
Sanitarium were under any form 
of restraint. / 

Explains Treatment,’ 

Dr. L. H. Kohler, assistant su- 
perintendent of the sanitarium. 
explained two current methods of 
hydrotherapy and took occasion 
to puncture some popular fallacies 
on the physical effects of water 
and the nature of the skin. The 
treatment is not one for even @ 
physician to attempt, he remarked, 
“before he is familiar with the pa- 
tient’s condition as revealed by 
physical and laboratory findings.” 

“While a correctly applied wet 
pack does limit the movements of 
the patient,” he emphasized, “it 
should never be prescribed as a 
restraint, punishment or substitute 
for seclusion. It should be given 
for its therapeutic effect only.” 

“With most of the skin sur- 
rounded by water in the ‘continu- 
ous bath’ method, insensible per- 
spiration is suspended and the 
fluid usually eliminated by that 
means accumulates in the _ skin. 
The cutaneous nerve endings thus 
beconfe supersaturated. This ab- 
sorption of uneliminated fluid les- 
sens nerve sensibility. As a re- 
sult, the nerve centers are at rest 
and are given’e chance to accu- 
mutate a store of nutrition and en- 
ergy. Consequently delirium, agi- 
tation, excitement and mtor activ- 
ity are relieved and sleep is in- 
duc 

Sleep-Inducing Effects. 
Elimination of toxins was con- 
sidered a factor in the relief ob- 
tained by the other method, that 
of a wet sheet pack under foolen 
blankets. 3 

“The first effect of contact with 
the cold, damp sheet is an irrita- 
tion to the cutaneous nerves and 
narrowing of the cutaneous blood- 
vessels,”” he said. ‘As soon as ‘the 
first shock is over’—it lasts one 
to five minutes ani sometimes 
produces shivering—these vessels 
begin to dilate and the system 
makes an effort to equalize the 
temperature between the skin and 
the sheet.

UNANIMOUS; 

RELATIONS 10 
END JAN. 1 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 71.—The Univer- 
sity of lowa today was definitely 
barred from Western Conference 
athletic competition, beginning Jan. 
1, 1930. 


After 14 hours of wrangling, in 
secret session, the Conference Fac- 
ulty Committee turned down the 
Hawkeye petition for reinstatement 
to good standing and voted to con- 
cur in its action of last May by 
severing all athletic relations with 
the institution. 

The decision, in effect, makes the 
Big Ten become the “Big Nine.” 

In a resolution adopted by the 
committee, it was announced the 
decision was unanimous, which 
Clearly indicates Iowa did not 
vote. The committee expressed as 
its reason for refusing to restore 
Iowa to good standing was that 
the reform within the institution's 
athietic department. had not been 
sufficiently complete. 

Jowa Can Appeal’ Again. 

No official explanation was 
made, but it was understood the 
conference had expected Iowa to 
disqualify for future athletic com- 
petition such star athletes as had 
been benefited by various “slush 
funds” or means of subsidy which 
had been admitted to exist by Iowa 
officials. 

The Faculty Committee ex- 
pressed the hope that Iowa, at 
some future date, might find itself 
in a position to renew its petition 
for reinstatement to good stand- 
ing, thus leaving the door open for 
the Hawkeyes to make another ap- 
peal. The committee usually holds 
meetings twice a year, one in De- 
cember and one in May, but may 
call a special meeting should Iowa 
decide to make another appeal. 

Text of Resolution. 

The committee, in its resolution, 
said: 

“Whereas, at its May, 1929. 
meeting a resolution was adopted 
by the conference to the effect 
that beginning with Jan. 1, 1939. 
athletic relationships with the 
State University of Iowa shall be 
discontinued, and ‘ 

“Whereas, Iowa has now peti- 
tioned for the rescission of the 
May resolution, and : 

“Whereas, the faculty intercol- 
legiate conference, while definitely 


of the opinion that Iowa has made 
earnest and definite steps to cor- 
rect the evils which led to the 
May action, are nevertheless of the 
opinion that there are steps re- 
maining to be taken. 

“Now therefore be it Resolved, 
that the petition of the State Uni- 
versity of lowa for the present be 
denied. 

“Tt is to be observed that the 
adoption of the above resolution 
does not mean that Iowa ceases to 
be a member of the conference on 
Jan. 1, 1980. Nor does it mean 
that Iowa is then suspended. The 
action means tliat the resolution 
of May, 1929. under general regu- 
lation VII, of the conference, sev- 
ering athictic relations with Iowa. 
effective on Jan. 1, 1930, becomes 
operative on that date.

Fixed—Tires Are “Tyres,” Gas Is “Petrol.” 


Were you “biffed” while driv- 
ing home? Is. your “strangler” 
working? Do you like your new 
“saloon ?” 

These questions, while they 
might sound strange to an Ameri- 
can, are part of the accepted En- 
glish motoring vernacular. Over 
in the British Isics, “‘judder’ means 
“slip,” “biff’ is a gynonym for 
an automobile “crash,” “strangler” 
is the same as the “choke” and 
“saloon” does not bring up a pic- 
ture of swinging doors and saw- 
dust floors, but of a sedan. 


In America, cars are two-passen- 
ger, five-passenger, etc. In En- 
“five-seater,” and the like. 

On this side of the Atlantic, ma- 
chines are described as being beau- 
tiful, graceful, snappy. When an 
Englishman wants to say a kind 
word about an automobile, he says 
“elegant.” 

A Yankee drives into a filling 
station and orders five gallons of 
gasoline. Over there it is “‘petrol.”’ 
In the United States a tire might 
need to be changed. It is spelled 
“tyre” in Great Britain, . 

The windshield of an American 
car which is shipped @pross the 
ocean becomes a “windscreen” 
when it arrives. And the device 
that cleans it is known as a ‘‘wind- 
screen cleaner,” instead of a wind- 
shield wiper.

cold than to go downgrade, 

Some drivers test for traction 
by applying the brakes and not- 
ing if the car tends to skid, It is 
safer to make the test by accelerat- 
ing. If the rear wheels spin 
when you step on the gas suddenly 
traction ig at low ebb.

Second is 
that temperature at which oil 
becomes so thiu that it no ldénger 
provides a smooth lubricating film 
for bearing surfaces. There ex- 
haustive tests have accurately de- 
termined the point at which this 
latter condition occufs. 

Engines of great horsepower— 
and modern automotive design is 
leaning in the direction of greater 
power—generate much greater 
heat than did their predecessors.

The Panchan Lama Calls o 
‘Chinese Officials to Renew . 
ee Friendships.

NANKING, Dec. 7:-—The Pan- 
chan Lama, one of the two living 
Buddhas of Tibet, is visiting the 
principal cities of China after liv- 
ing in exile more than five years. 
He is renewing old acquaintances 
among leading Chinese church and 
Government officials at Mukden, 
Peking, Shanghai and Nanking. 


For the past few years, the Pan- 
chan Leama hag lived as the guest 


in China. 

The Panchan Lama’s visit to 
Nanking may result in several dis- 
closures of international interest, 
according to the Chinese press, 
which recently pointed out that the 
Buddha has been prevented from 
returning to his own country by the 
Dalai Lama, alleged to be a close 
friend of Great Britain. 

Several Chinese papers have 
openly declared that the British 
are attempting to extend their in- 
fluence into Tibet through their 
friendship with the Dalai Lama, 
and that they will eventually de- 
clare some sort of a protectorate 
over that land. The declarations, 
said to have been based on reports 
emanating from Tibet, have caused 
considerable agitation among those 
who regard the Central Asian 
eountry as a part of the Chinese 
Republic.

It was. in this spirit that 
Zaleski and Rauscher evolved their 
pact. 
A mixed claims commission 
which had before it cases brought 
by Germans claiming $20,000,000 
for under valuation of real estate 
taken over by Poland under the 
Versailles pact, is abolished. All 
these claims are waived by Ger- 
many. 

Poland renounces private claims 
against Germany for $1,625,000 
growing out of troubles in Upper 
Silesia. Each government under- 
lakes to satisfy the demands of its 
own citizens in all these cases. 

Poland also agrees to cease 
“liquidating” German real estate. 
This affects 125,000 acres of farm 
lands and.30 tracts in cities, the 
whole valued at $15,000,000. Poland 
had already taken over 300,000 
farm acres and 1600 city tracts. 

Poland further foregoes her 
claimed right to purchase German 
holdings at the death of present 
owners. About 12,000 German 
farmers, Gwning 250,000 acres, are 
thus freed of the thought that their 
sons and daughters couki not in- 
herit.thege Holdings. © 

Germany in turn has waived $6,- 
125,000 awarded her by The Hague 
court for the Chorzow Chemical 
works. 

On both sides of the boundary 
the nationalists are attacking the 
agreement. The German extremists 
of the Right say that Rauscher was 
“pro-Polish.” The Polish nation- 
alists aver that Zaleski conceded 
too much. 

The liberal press, however, hails 
the accord. It says that an intol- 
erable situation has been ended 
and that the agreement creates the 
necessary conditions for a much 
needed Polish-German commercial 
treaty.

“A Triana” for which he wrote the 
scenario and proyided the music 
and which -wag presented at the 
Opera Comjque In Paris last May. 

Mr. Arbos says: ) cad 

“I really consider La Argentina 
the greatest dancer we have. ever 
had in Spain, oratleast the great- 
est artist. It is like this ... Spain 
is a country of the dance. Every 
girl dances and some of them do 
it uncommonly well. Spain has 
always had great and wonderful! 
dancers and still has, but the dif- 
ference between La Argentina and 
all the others is that they can only 
dance their national dances to the 
original national music. For ex- 
ample in Andalucia, every dancer 
will dance Alegrias, Farrucas, Fan- 
danguillos — the native gypsy 

nces—while ip..othe : of 
Spain, as for instance or 
they do La Jota; in the Basque 
country, the Zortzicos; in the As- 
turias, the Alborado and in Galicia. 
the Callegada. 

“But if you ask them to invent 
dance steps to music that is un-

In addition there is the fact that 
the dance in Spain has been kept 
in a rather low condition. Apart 
from the dances that may be seen 
at geome festivities, like the Sevil- 
lana at the Sevillan annual fair 
which is held following Holy Week, 
you can see real national dancing 
only at some variety shows, as a 
rule of not a yery high standard 
——this was true until a few years 
ago—or at small taverns or eafes 
where ladies would rot care ta go. 

“La Argentina, owing to her cul-

“Since 1925 I have gradually 
created an entirely new staging for 
the “Ring” with the help of all 
the achievements of modern stage 
technic, especially lighting effects 
and plastic decorations. In Lauritz 
Melchior, Nanny Larsen-Todsen 
and Friedrich Schorr, to name only 
the Siegfried, Brunnhilde and Wo- 
tan, I have found singers who 
would have delighted my father. 
In 1930 Kapellmeister Elmendorff 
will - conduct one cycle of the 
“Ring,’ and if my task of stage 
manager for all the seven works 
that will make up the program 
does not demand all my time, I 
shall conduct the second produc- 
tion of the “Ring.” “Parsifal” will 
be in the hands of Dr. Muck, who 
has during more than 25 years 
made this dedicatory festival play 
a loftily impressive experience. 

“In addition to these two works, 
ah earlier one will be presented in 
a completely new setting: After a 
pause of 24 years, “Tannhauser”’ 
will -be revived. The most care- 
ful atténtion has been paid to se- 
léecting the artists for the main 
parts. Sigismund Pilinsky. « gift- 
ed Hungarian with a splendia tenor 
voice, will take the title role. Frau 
Maria Muller, with an ideal ap- 
pearance and voice, will sing the 
Blizabeth, and Frau Jost-Arden 
will the Venus. The part of the 
LandErave will be given by Ivar 
Andresen, with his wonderful bass 
voice. Rudolph von Laban will 
stage the choreographic details of 
the bacchanal, which will be ‘pre- 
sented by members of his troupe 
of dancers. Toscanini and Elmen- 
dorff will alternate as conductors. 


“Tannhauser” will naturally “be 


presented in the so-called Paris 
version, The erroneous belief still 
persists that this version was made 
especially for Paris. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this designation was 
due tothe fact that the work in 
this revised form was first present- 
ed in that city. Richard Wagner 
was moved to give the drama this 
new form by the feeling that, at 
the time when he composed “Tann- 
hauser,”’ he was not yet technically 
mature enough for a scene like 
that at the Venusberg. In order 
to conjure up the period of the 
gods of Olympus a musical color- 
ing was required which he did not 
=— until he composed “Tris- 
“The impression made by the 
newly staged “Tristan” in ‘1927 
and 1923 was so great that the 
guests demanded that it be given 
again at the coming performances. 
Tam glad to comply with this wish 
by giving three presentations of 
“Tristan,” which will be conduct- 
ed by Toscanini. 

“The Bayreuth Festival Plays 
can now look back on a history 
of more than 60 years. In August, 
1876, there were

William Somerset Maugham is a 
name to conjure with in the the- 
ater.

His interest in human 
beings and his preoccupation with 
the tragic futility of life, caused 
him to change the scalpel for the 
pen, and to devote his time to the 
dissection of minds instead of 
bodies. 

The first of his novels was “Lisa 
‘ Others are “The 
Making of a Saint,” “The Moon and 
Sixpence,” “The Painted Veil," a 
forceful portrayal of conditions in 
China,” and “Of Human Bond- 
age.” The latter, supposedly auto- 
biographical, is considered by 
many to be the greatest novel of 
the last quarter century. 

His fame as a novelist is rivaled 
by his triumphs as a playwright— 
“Lady Frederick,” “The Tenth 
Man,” “The Sacred Flame,” “The 
Circle” and others. He wrote the 
short story “Miss Thompson,” from 
which the tremendously moving 
play “Rain” was made—as a star- 
ring vehicle for the late Jeanne 
Eagels. “East. of Suez” was a melo- 
dramatic presentation of the old 
problem of East and West. “Our 
Betters” appeared in 1923 and la- 
ter “The Letter” in which Kather- 
ine Cornell starred. 

Though his plays are often light- 
ly cynical, all are suffused with the 
essential tragedy of life.

BRIDGE DEAL INDICATES 


NEW WASHINGTON AVENUE 


Retail Business Is Expected to Feel Stimulus 
Resulting From Opening Eads Upper 
Deck to Free Traffic. 


A new Washington avenue in the 
region adjoining the Mississippi 
River is in prospect through the 
proposal for the opening of Eads 
Bridge upper deck as a free high- 
way to vehicles and pedestrians.

A toll for 
street car passengers is part of the 
fare they pay, and this apparently 
will continue, as it is contemplated 
that the existing street car ar- 
rangements shall be maintained. 
The opening of the Municipal 
Bridge free highway diverted much 
automobile traffic which had pre- 


viously gone over Washington ave- 
nue. The Municipal Bridge will do 
for those who are crossing the 
river on extended trips or pleasure 
rides, but persons in* a hurry to 
get from the business section of St 
Louis to the business center of 
East St. Louis can hardly spare the 
time for this roundabout route. The 
present toll burden tends to limit 
the number of such crossings. 

With the toll removed, no one 
can doubt that the traffic in both 
directions will be greatly increased 
and that retail business will feel 
the stimulus resulting. Not only 
will many persons who now use 
the Municipal Bridge use the more 
centrally located Bads Bridge, but 
some traffic which now goes to 
McKinley Bridge and the new 
Chain of Rocks bridge, toll struc- 
tures, will seek the new free gate- 
way. 

Incidentally, traffic congestion 
may be expected, and the need of 
a Third street super-highway will 
be tested.

Trial By Jury. 


To thé Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
1* is gratifying to discovgr that in your 


editorial of Dec. 1, “Trial by Jury on 


Mrial,” all four of the direct quotations 


‘of opinion are against substituting for 
the jury. 


The Congressional Digest declares that 


‘ gurors are not capable of judging facts in 


the complications of modern social and 
industrial organizations, that they are 
moved by prejudice and emotions, and 
that the jury is not scientific. 

Complexity in the organizations of a 
society "may affect the law, but it never 
disturbs the “rightness’’ or the “wrong- 
ness” with which the jury is concerned. 
In addition, the Judge, through his in- 
structions, his: power to strike out im- 
proper testimony, etc, furnishes the 
juror with all the necessary knowledge 
of the law, . | 

A-juror is ne more a human being 
than a Judge and a jury is probably 
governed less by prejudice and emotions 
because of the opportunity of balance of 
opinion. Does a Judge not have greater 
opportunity to become prejudiced? And 
hath not a Judge eyes, ears and the oth- 
er common traits? 

Then, have we becOme so ultra-mod- 
ern that we discard institutions because 
they are not scientific? Why not abolish 
the right of suffrage and appoint a com- 
mission to elect our governmental offi- 


cials? The commission would be per- 


fectiy trained and comparatively inex- 
pensive—scientific,.in fact. Why not 
kill our quail with poison gas or with 
machine guns? ‘That would be highly 
scientific. May heaven forbid that an 
American institution survive solely be- 
cause it is scientific! 

The real problem is delay in court 
proceduré and subsequently a delay of 
justice. At this the New York Bar.Com-.: 
mission should strike by recommending 
the removal of unnecessary détails in 
judicial procedure which check the 
court’s progress. But it will never ob- 
tain indorsement of a plan to abolish an 
honorable and well-established constitu- 
tional right of the people to decide the 
local rights and wrongs and of an indi- 
vidual to be tried by an unprejudiced 
jury of his peers-in-situation.

Section 3596 of the Missouri statutes 
classifies hunting on Sunday as a misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of $50. It 
contains no provision for confiscating 
hunter's gun or game. When game laws 
are violated, it has been-ruled that hunt- 
ing or fishing equipment may be confis- 
cated. It is doubtful, however, that this 
ruling could be applied to the Sunday 
law, which is not, strictly speaking, a 
game law. (Editor's note).

It is this destructive cost of maintaining an ade- 
quate military establishment in the name of pre- 
paredness that is inspiring the disarmament efforts} 
of Mr. Hoover. The horrible waste of the nation’s 
substance, which should be invested in the construc- 
tive arts and enterprises, is intolerable to the Presi- 
dent’s engineering mind. 

The figures sustain his position. During the cur- 
rent fiscal year, he has told us in his message, our 
military expenditures will exceed $730,000,000, and 
“programs now authorized will carry it to still larger 
figures in future years.” 

This subject of the cost of war, from a world view- 
point, was searchingly discussed in a recent number 
of the Saturday Evening Post by Isaac Marcosson. 
These figures were given for the three-year period 
since 1927: The United States—For 1927-1928, $624,- 
000,000; 1928-29, $684,700,000; for 1929-30 (estimated), 
$741,000,000. Great Britain 1927-28, $570,000,000; 
1928-29, $551,000,000; 1929-30 (estimated), $547,000,- 
000. France——1927-28, $461,000,000; 1928-29, $523,000,- 
000; 1929-80 (estimated), $523,000,000. Italy-—1927- 
28, $272,000,000; 1928-29, $244,000,000; 1929-30 (esti- 
mated), $234,000,000. Japan-—For the three periods, 
$240,000,000, $239,000,000, $247,000,000. 

The total expenditure for war of the five countries, 
including Russia, for the current fiscal year, is $2,- 
640,000,000. 

Mr. Marcosson remarks the fact that, on the day 


Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia and Greece total $930,- 
000,000, “or more’ than the cost of the combined 
upkeep of the navies of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Japan.” That those nations—many of them in 
straitened circumstances—can continue to carry such 
a burden is obviously impossible. Something must 
crack. What will crack is peace. What happened 
in 1914, from the same conditions of bristling pre 
paredness, though in much smaller dimensions, must 
inevitably happen again. The logical outcome of such 
preparedness for war is war. 

Mr. Hoover has visualized the number of miles of 
hard-surfaced roads that could be built with the $40, 
000,000 required to build a battleship. It costs $17,- 
000,000 to build a 10,000-ton cruiser. Wherever one 
looks, on land or sea, he behcolds the economic mad- 
ness of war. 

The irretrievable tragedy of war is necessarily as 
old as war itself. And emotion cannot be denied 
its part in the crusade to liberate humanity from 
the scourge of war. Nevertheless, emotion has failed 
to accomplish that emancipation. Now the econdmist 
assumes command. Not only war itself, but a state 
of mind that contemplates the possibility of war and 
consumes the substance of the people by the insa- 
tiable monster of preparedness must be abolished.

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ICY WINGS. 

Formation of ice on the wings of airplanes has 
been one of the dangers of aviation since distance 
flying began. Nearly every Atlantic flight has been 
menaced by it, and some of the aviators who dis- 
appeared on ocean attempts doubtless owe their fate 
to this peril. Ih all the perfection of. safety devices, 
no means has been discovered to prevent the danger, 
although the problem has interested investigators 
almost as much as the fog menace. Experiments 
in applying grease preparations, oil and paraffin to 
the wings have been fruitless. Plans for heating 
the wings above freezing point also have failed. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that 
the weight of the ice is not primarily what forces 
the plane down. Normally a plane before getting 
into the ice zone has flown for some distance and 
consumed enough fuel so the added weight does not 
necessarily exceed the plane's lifting power. The ice 
damages the wing fabric and twists the struts. Lumps 
of ice deposited unevenly on the wings affect the aero- 
dynamic properties of the wings ‘so that the plane 
becomes unmanageable. 

Important knowledge along this line has just been 
contributed by the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics. Its tests have shown that ice is not 
deposited on the plane’s wings in bitteriy cold tem- 
peratures, but only at a few degrees below freezing, 
for much the same reason that streets take on a 
slippery coating only in temperatures near 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The committee’s finding does not supply

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“THE SHAME OF THE CITIES.” 

The Détroit Bureau. ofGovernmental Research, 
browsing over “a quaint and curious volume of for 
gotten lore,” finds occasion for rejoicing in the moral 
progress we afe making in municipal government. 
The particular volume {8 "The Shame of the Cities,” 
written by Lincoln Steffens in 1904. It was then 
that the political boss, now a legend, was a bufly, 
brutal reality. It was then that the utility magnate 
purchased his franchises at the city hall, which dis- 
pensed all manner of concessions, privileges and 
favors at whatever price could be exacted. Then, 
too, the liquor interests were affronting public de- 
cency and unconsciously creating a public sentiment 
which the Anti-Saloon League, with masterly skill, 
cultivated into a public hostility that, in the feverish 
mentality of the war, wrote the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

A comparison of present conditions with those of 
a quarter of a century ago warrants the Detroit 
Bureau’s pronouncement that “graft and corruption 
are passing out of American municipal politics.”

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“PROFITS IN TOLL BRIDGES. 

The State of Kentucky, having purchased three toll 
bridges and gone temporarily into the toll bridge 
business, is learning how luérative a pursuit that 
may be. Two of the spans, in a year’s time, have 
earned net profits of 24 per cent and 45 per cent, 
respectively, on the purchase price. The third bridge 
has beén operated by the State for only seven months, 
but in that time it has returned 27 per cent of the 
outlay. Thus in a few years these three bridges will 
have paid for themselves and will be thrown open to 
free public use. ' 

These large profits are a benefit to the people, since 
they go to make the bridges free. But flowing inte 
private coffers, such profits would have been a detri- 
ment to the citizens and the traveling public. The 
toll bridge, it has been pointed out many times, is an 
archaic survival of the days when states were not 
so wealthy nor their functions so wide as at present. 
The states, and they are many, which permit the 
contintied collection of exorbitant profits from what 
should baa free utility are neglecting a primary duty 
to their people. Kentucky is wise in ridding itself 
of the toll bridge nuisance as rapidly as possible.

T is already plain that the world owes a 

great debt to Presidént Hoover for his 

address on Armistice day. That address 
did two things—it set forth the ‘general 
American attitude toward the problems of 
World péace and it made, in a purely tenth- 
tive way, a practical suggestion. America's 
attitude toward the problems of world peace 
differs from that of some other civilizéd 
countries chiefly by the vehéthence wis 
which she repudiates the idea of interna- 
tional sanctionsthe idea, that is, that 
force may legitimately be used by the na- 
tions acting in concért to suppress a peace- 
breaker. The only occasion for’ which 
America retains the right to fight is in self- 
defense. But it is plain that, since America 
is the Only judge of when the need to de- 
tend herself has arisen, there is still a dan- 
serous ambiguity as to what she would re- 
gard as a threat sufficiently menacing to 
justify a war of w#élf-defense. 

This might, indeed, be called the gap in 
the Kellogg pact, which otherwise rules okt 
ware absolutely. The gap is a large one 
(since all countries have always claimed to 
be fighting in. self-defense), but there has 
betn something like a conspiracy of silence 


in the matter.

The fact that Italy 
has refrained from building a cap- 
ital ship for 17 years is a note- 
worthy protest against the great

service. 

To give a lesser weiiec certain 
limited tonnage in capital ships is 
to permit it something which is of 
scarce use.

Why, 
therefore, should its available ton- 
nage be alloted to capital ships? 
The hundred thousand tons we 
had. at the time of the Washington 
treaty have been diminished. Italy 
would only build this heavy craft 
in case it was fotced upén her by 
similar construction on the part of 
other nations. 


. Interest tn Three Classes. 

Of the five categories usually 
mentioned in connection with naval 
disarmament, Italy up to this time 
has been interested in only three— 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 
In the fifth category—aircraft car-

We need above al! ships of medium 
tonnage, and- this, too, for the 
maintenance of the homogenity of 
the, fleet. 

For a lesser sea Power, there- 
fore, the fixing of any limitation 
should be on total tonnage. That 
is, the tonnage allotted should be 
its total tonnage, so that it can de- 
vote that tonnage to the building 
of the type of ships best fitted to 
ita particular problems.

Americas. The Straits of Gibraltar 
are just about eight miles wide and 
can be blocked by a very small force. 
In such an eventuality the very 
existence of the Italian nation 
would be at stake, that is to say, a 
people of 42,000,000. Those consid- 
erations create for Italy the neces- 
sity of possessing a navy which as- 
sures her an indispensable mini- 
mum of free navigation on the 
seas.

Censure of Singham. 

Quite different was the experi- 
ence of Senator Bingham of Con- 
necticut, who, it was shown, em- 
ployed an official of the Connecti- 
cut Manufacturers’ Association as 
his secretary and tariff “tutor,” 
and introduced him inte secret 
meetings of the Senate Finance 
Committee. Bingham came before 
the lobby committee with an air 
of complete frankness, but his tes- 


timony opened him to the charge 


of evasion. Not until Byanson, the 
quandem Secretary, came to the 
stand did the. committee get the 
complete picture of the Eyanson 
incident. Because of his lack of 
entire frankness, the committee 
threw all notion of senatorial cour- 
tesy out of the window and fell on 
the unhappy Senator like a pagk 
of wild cats. The examination re- 
sulted in the passage by the Senate 
of formal resolution of censure 
against Bingham. 

The committee has done the 
country a good turn, not only by 
exposing lobbying methods, but by 
giving the public an insight into 
the manner in which tariff bills are 
made. 

A flood of illumination came 
from the testimony of Joseph R. 
Grundy, head of the high tariff 
lobby in Washington for many 
years. This is to be said to 
Grundy’s credit: He pays his own 
way and there is every reason to 
believe he is fully convinced of the 
justice of his cause. , 

Grundy aired his views with en- 
gaging frankness. He held that 
when a tariff bill was up for con- 
sideration, the “backward” states 
of the West and South should “talk 
darned small’’ and let the issues be 
settled by the industrial states, like 
Pennsyivania. In the Grundy polit- 
ical philosophy the donors of cam- 
paign funds to the Republican 
party srould be repaid with tariff 
favors. Hence he has played for 
many years a dual role: he has 
been the G. O. P.'s best money- 
getter among protected corpora- 
tions, and he had been the head 
and front of the demand for a high 
tariff. “Grundyism™” has passed 
into the political language of the 
day. 

The committee has turned its 
searchlight on the high tariff sugar 
lobby and the low tariff sugar 
lobby, disclosing expenditures on 
both sides running into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. Much oi 
the money went for the creation 
of public sentiment by hired press 
agents. On the high tariff side, a 
gingle agency received $3000 a 
month for sending out propaganda 
to the newspapers in the guise of 
news stories. On the low-tariff 
side, there was revealed a “tariff 
defense fund,” to which the grower 
of sugar in Cuba, including the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, con- 
tributed. The Cuban Government 
came into the picture as a sup- 
porter of the low-tariff miovement, 
and Col. Carroll was shown to have 
been employed at $4500 a month, 
to help sustain the present Macha- 
do regime in power in the island. 

Col. Carroll is now in Cuba to 
get material for a report. He cap- 
ped his triumph before the Inves- 
tigating Committee when he toid 
Senator Borah, in reply to the lat- 
ter’s request, that he would be de- 
lighted to Iet the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee have a copy of his 
report.

)N A TOWN where yesterday’s news- 
paper is classified as an early Amer- 
ican antique most theatrical revivals 
excite about as much public interest 
as a new exhibit in the Chaldean room 
at the Metropolitan Museum. Rut now 
as always you never can tell. This 
ig the sagest comment one can make 
on the return of Fritzi Scheff. 
Where she has been all these 
twenty-odd years is something that a New Yorker doesn’t 
think about. So far as he is concerned she has been on 
the shelf and it was a darned impertinent thing for her 
to hop down, shake off the dust and leap into the spot- 
light again just as if she had only been away for the 
week-end. 

But Fritzi not only ‘‘came back,’’ as the saying is, but 
she brought with her a type of- musical show which had 
also been counted among the lost. In 1905 Victor Her- 
bert's operetta, ‘‘Mademoiselle Modiste,’’ was produced 
with many excursions, alarums, barrages of flowers and 
cheers from the gallery. It was a hit in every sense of 
the word and the person most responsible, aside from 
Victor Herbert himself, was a lithe, wasp-waisted girl 
with a face that has been said to resemble an ‘‘engagings 
and faintly malicious kitten.”’ 

Twenty-four years later the same scene was repeated. 
The theater was Jolson’s Theater on Fifty-ninth street 
instead of the old Knickerbocker, but the operetta was 
the same and the bright particular star was the same old 
Fritzi—with waist a little more ample to suit modern 
style but just as “faintly malicious” in appearance as ever. 


the boards by Milton Aborn, who suddenly 

was struck with the notion that New York 
might welcome a limited season of old style operettas 
with flowing, unsyncopated melodic lines and choiuses 
Which sang instead of doing tap dances. He started his 
venture. The Jolson Theater was hired and a Victor 
Herbert repertoire announced. ' 

The first two productions were hardly noticed. Then 
“Madernoiselle Modiste’’ was announced with Fritzi 
Scheff in the title role. It was generally supposed that 
the reasoning behind this venture was based on tlie as- 
sumption that Fritzi would have a certain value as a 
hovelty—enough, at any rate, to carry the show for a 
Week 

The demeanor of the audience before the curtain 
went up tended to support that attitude. A few old- 
mers were there in search of their youth but most of 
the audience were animated by curiosity. Fritzi’s first 
entrance gave everybody a distinct shock. Her self- 
assurance was that of a reigning favorite and her voice, 
‘hough slightly worn in its upper register, was used so 
intelligently and supported by such thorough-going musi-

Few of the persons who have been hearing the revived 
Fritzi realize that her career in America began when the 
century was young—long before the Big War, before Hot 
Jazz, before the Movies moved into Burmese palaces— 
and at the Metropolitan Opera House, of all places. 

Fritzi was brought to America by Maurice Grau. As 
director of the Metropolitan he was making one of his 
periodic visits to Europe when he saw her playing an 
infinitesimal bit in the opéra at’-Munich. She plainly had 
that indescribable ferment of personality which Madame 
Elinor Glyn later ‘wrote about with much profit. Mr. 
Grau signed her up, and from that time forth she belonged 
to the New World. 

Fritzi joined the Metropolitan forces next season and 
almost immediately became known as the “Little Devil,”’ 
both to the audiences and to her fellow artists. She was 
the season’s most volatile Musetta in Puccini’s ‘‘La Bo- 
heme,’’ and many an old gaffer will remember the third 
act of that sentimental opera in connection with the way 
Fritzi Scheff flung her shoe at the baritone playing 
Marcello. 

During her stay at the Metropolitan she sang many 
roles, among-them Nedda in ‘‘Pagliaeci,’’ Marguerite in 
‘‘Faust,’’ Zerlina in ‘‘Don Giovanni’’ and both the title role 
and Micaela in ‘‘Carmen.’’ Eventually Charles Dillingham 
thought that she was wasting her time with such academic 
stuff and took steps to introduce her to the works of an 
up-to-the-minute composer named Victor Herbert. 


she glanced at one of Herbert's scores. After that she 

unhesitatingly put grand opera among her memories. 

Her first two Victor Herbert roles were only negligible 
successes. Then came ‘Mademoiselle Modiste,’’ which 
double-riveted the fame of Victor Herbert, established 
Fritzi as a comic opera star and made ‘‘Kiss Me Again”’ an 
American folk song. Strangely enough, Fritzi was dead 
against that song right up to the time the show opened in 
New York. At the rehearsals she expressed the greatest 
enthusiasm for the rest of the operetta, but wanted ‘Kiss 
Me Again”’ taken out. “It’s too low,’ she said. ‘I can't 
sing it. Am I a ‘cello?’’ 

Messrs. Herbert, Blossom, the lyric writer, and Dilling- 
ham, the producer, yielded temporarily and allowed the 
song to be cut out during the road trial. But before the 
New York opening they insisted so strongly on its being 
restored that she in turn yielded to them. From the very 
first the house went mad about the song. It. expressed 
the sentiment of that period with a languorous effective- 
ness that no other composer could touch. The song stayed 
in for good and Fritzi must have learned to like it. 

‘“‘Mademoliselle Modiste’’ ran for three years, a record 
for those days, and for these, too, when it comes to that 
despite ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose’ and “Lightnin’.”” Following 
other mildly successful Herbert operas Fritzi Scheff went 
over to the 
Schuberts and 
did a season 
of Gilbert and 
Sullivan op- 
eras. Then 
she started 
into that de- 
cline which

Thank thee, O Euclid, for prisms 
Pyramided into the apotleosis 
of groceries, 
let us be devout to prunes: 


HUS sang the poet Walter Lowenfels in his lyric- 
al narrative, ‘Finale of Seem,’’ published early 
this year, thus preparing Berlin playgoers for his 
forthcoming musical drama, “‘U. S. A. mit Musik,’’ 
which is to be produced this season. 

That is, almost preparing them. A glance 
over the manuscript of the production and the 
absolute secrecy maintained by Mr. Lowenfels 
when asked about the music seem to point to 
something more than the artistic sensation the 

critics are waiting for. However, as one of his fellow writers wrote 
of Mr. Lowenfels (and a nice pun he turned, too), “let him who is 
gyiltiess throw the first Stein.”’ 

In “U. S. A. mit Musik” the author vents the spleen of a soul 
that has been brooding since the massacre of the nonunion miners at 
Herrin, Illinois, in 1922. It seems, according to his understanding 
of it, that 16 of the victims were buried unidentified, and on the 
manifest injustice of this he has based a dramatic tirade against 
America and Herrin, representing the former as a land of Mammon, 
with vulgarity and materiality run mad, and the latter in a way that 
will make the merchants and the Chamber of Commerce of Herrin 
wince. . 

Most of the nobrain national foibles of the past decade stalk 
through the piece, including the fuss over the man trapped in a cave, 
the Ku Klux Klan and bobbed-haired bandits. Queerly, boot- 
legging, hijacking and lynching are ignored, but the Play contains 
enough jeers to make the reader wonder whither America is 
skyrocketing. 

Several German critics have said that Mr. Lowenfels has stripped 
the coverings from the basic futility and shallowness of American 
life. Others are of the opinion that the young poet has started a 
crusade almost comparable to that inspired by Harriet Beecher Stowe 
with “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.’’ ' 

A Mr. Zero, who devotes his time to collecting funds to bury 
the 16 unidentified dead properly, so that they may achieve social 
standing in the other world, is the main character. Smartly enough, 
Mr. Zero makes his appeals for funds wherever the emotions of the 
nation are centered. 

The first act opens in ‘‘Kinneltown,’’ Kentucky, where efforts are 
being made to rescue “Arthur Kinnel,"" who has been entombed in 
acave. This naturally recalls the Floyd Collins affair. 

For the benefit of the crowds attracted to the scene, a vast 
midway of amusements and aideshows has been provided. It seems 
that Mr. Zero has obtained the services of one of the Herrin dead 
(or, rather, his ghost) to push his face through a hole in a blanket 
for the crowds to heave baseballs at. ‘Henry’’ ts a man who has 
come over from Evansville to watch the rescue work. 

The dialogue follows: 

Henry: I'd like you to meet my daughter, Mabel, Mr. Zero. 

Mabel: Father has told me some wonderful things about you: 
I'm so glad'to meet you. 
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Mr. Zero: That’s very nice of you, Miss Mabel. 

Henry (interrupting): What were you going to say, Mr. Zero, 
Seas your men being ghosts? 

Mabel: Ghosts! Oh, Mr. Zero—do tell us about ghosts. 

Mr. Zero: I’m afraid it’s not very pleasant. They’re the ghosts 
of the men who were killed in Herrin a few years ago. They got 
hold of me to see if I couldn’t get them decent burial. 

Mabel: But are they real ghosts? 

Mr. Zero: Your father can tell you—he handed one a dollar a 
few minutes ago. 

Henry: The fellow I hit with the baseball? My God, was he 
& ghost? 

_ Mr. Zero: So he says. Here, try it again. If you can make 
a ball bounce off any of those fellows’ heads you’re Emperor of Rus- 
sia! It can’t be done. 

Henry: But I hit one of them! 

Mr. Zero: Try again and watch closely. You didn’t hit him. 
Your baseball passed right through him. 

Henry: But I handed him a dollar! 

Mr. Zero: Ectoplasm. It couldn’t hold onto a dollar any more 
than you could hold a breeze. I picked up that dollar. I always do. 


Henry tosses another ball and it passes through the target's 


face. He is convinced and goes away frightened. But Mabel is ga-ga 
over the fascinating ghost story and wants to hear more. Mr. Zero, 
not unattracted by the gal, goes on. 

Mr. Zero: I'd been thinking about it a good deal. It got me 
nervous, those 16 wingless souls flopping around. I knew I had to 
do something. One day—it was broad daylight—in Boston, in a

Then the bobbed- 
haired bandits enter in a chorus and rob the show of a million dol- 
lars. The first act ends as Mr. Zero elopes with Mabel, with the 
father in pursuit.

DRAGUIGNAN, Riviera, France. 
JURY of 12 tem- 
peramental South- 
ern Frenchmen at 
Draguignan Assizes 
decided recently 
that a man has the 
right to kill his 
nearest and dearest 
when she is suffer- 
ing untold agony 
from an incurable disease. 

Richard Corbett, a young Anglo- 
Frenchman, aged 28, offspring of a 
dramatic secret mesalliance that ended 
in a marriage between the son of the 
British Consul at Hyeres, near Toulon, 
and a beautiful French femme de 
chambre, who admittedly shot his 
mother in their Riviera villa because 
she was dying of cancer, was acquit- 
ted in the court of justice in this lit- 
tle French town of violets, palms and 
olive groves. 

There was no dispute about the cir- 
cumstances of the killing. Richard 
Corbett said quite openly that he shot 
his mother with a revolver because of 
his love for her, and because he could 
not endure the ordeal of watching 
her terrible, constant pain. The ques- 
tion submitted by the president of the 
court to the jury was: 

“Did the accused murder his 
mother?’’ 

While the jury were away in their 
crowded room for 15 minutes discuss- 
ing his fate—acquittal or life on Dev- 
il’s Island—Corbett was down in the 
narrow, underground cell, anxiously 
awaiting the verdict. Then the jury- 
men slowly filed back into their places 
and the foreman read out an emphatic 
‘*No.’’ 


Corbett, tall, slim and good-look- 
ing, in his well-cut English gray 
suit, to be brought to the bar of 
justice. The president repeated the 
jury's finding to the prisoner and

made him, after nine months’ im- 
prisonment, a free man once again, 
acquitted of all blame. ;

“MERCY 


HERE have been numerous 
] parallels in criminal history to 

the case of young Richard Cor- 
bett. And, so far as the records go, 
there have been few convictions when 
the slayer has pleaded mercy as 
motive. 


Just the other day at Two Harbors, 


_ Minnesota, the leading citizen of the 


town, John A. Barton, shot and killed 
his 17-year-old daughter, who had been 
a cripple and a deaf mute since birth, 
and then ended his own life. 

Barton was president of the Firsr 
National Bank of Two Harbors, 
wealthy, a respected citizen. Beatrice, 
the daughter, had been as helpless as a 
child in arms all her life. Everywhere 
the father had sought medical aid for 
her, to no avail. The family had spent 
a small fortune on efforts to give her some possibility 
of normal development. 

Barton's wife, and his other two daughters, Isabel 
and Audrey, knew that the father brooded almost con: 
stantly over Beatrice. They knew that wishin the past 
year her condition had become almost an obsession 
with him. Yet they had no inkling of tragedy. He was 
such a quiet, reserved man. 

And he went about his business apparently as he 
had always done. As much as possible he seemed to 
try to absorb himself in business activities. He was 
president also of the Bank of Bowlus, Minnesota: 
director “of the State Bank of Virginia, Minnesota: 
president of the Lake County Agricultural Association; 
active in lodges and clubs. But his old friends believe 
now that this was all on the surface. 


N A Sunday not long ago he told Isabel and 

Audrey that he would get out the car and take 
them to church and then take Beatrice on a drive in 
the country. The helpless girl was placed in the front 
seat beside her father. They stopped at the church 
and Isabel and Audréy got out and said goodbye. 
Barton, with Beatrice beside him, drove on. 

They were never seen alive again. At $ a. m. the 
following morning some woodsmen found the car on a 
lonely road a few miles from town. Searching parties 
had been out for hours. Snow had drifted down 
through the interlaced branches of the pines. 

A revolver was still clutched in Barton's hand. It 
told the story. He had shot Beatrice once through the 
heart and then had wounded himself in the arm, above 
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the heart and, at last, a bullet piercing his heart, had 
killed him. 

At first there was some concern that affairs in the 
bank might have been going badly. But a hasty check 
disclosed that everything there was in perfect condition. 

Coroner J. T. Brown} a friend of the 54-year-old 
banker, said there would be no inquest. “Mr. Barton 
killed his daughter opt of pity,” he said. And with 
that verdict his fellow-townsmen agreed. 

Not long before, at Lawrence, Kansas, there was a 
similar case. Fred J. Erb, as told in the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine some weeks ago, killed his wife with 
whom he hed lived happily for $5 years, rather than 
let her die of a lingering illness. He failed in an 
attempt to take his own life immediately afterwards. 
Erb was convicted of murder and sentenced to life 
imprisonment, but a month later was paroled. _ 

In’ Chester, England, two years ago, Albert Davies, 
a laborer, confessed that he killed his three-year-old 
daughter because he loved her so much he could not 
endure to see her suffer. Evidence showed that the 
child had been in hospitals for treatment for tuber- 
culosis, that afterward she had been operated on for 
appendicitis and that following that she contracted 
measles and pneumonia and became infected with gan: 
grene. He was acquitted by a jury. 

Most famous of all these cases was that of Dr. 
Harold Elmer Blazer, who murdered his daughter, 
Hazel, known as the “34-year-old ‘child woman,’” at 
Englewood, Colorado. It was in the courts and in the 
newspapers for months. 

Efficiently and humanely Dr. Blazer took -his 
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daughter's life. He employed chloro- 
form and employed it so effectively 
that there were not even any burns on 
the face of the girl. Then he swallowed 
some bichloride of mercury, stabbed at 
his jugular vein and held the chloro: 
form bottle to his own nostrils. But he 
lived. In fact, he was conscious when 
another daughter returned home to 
find the body of her sister, who had 
always been a paralytic deaf mute. 
Immediately the authorities voiced 
the suspicion that Dr. Blazer hadn't 
~really wanted to die. Why, they asked, 
being a physician, could he not have 
successfully taken his own life? A 
coroner's jury returned a verdict that 
“Doctor Blazer killed his daughter with 
poison with felonious intent.” And he 
went on trial. 

The trial attracted nation-wide attention. Dr. Blazer 
pleaded temporary insanity. For days the trial dragged 
on. It ended when the jury could not agree. The panel 
stood 11 © one for acquittal. Dr. Blazer's attorneys 
fought for a re-trial so that he might be formally ac- 
quitted. But the State insisted that the charges be 
dropped in order that there would be no possibility of 
“placing Colorado in the position of legalizing this 
character of crime.” 


Ww... such a case has gained public no- 
tice, the old question of the sacredness of hu- 
man life has arisen. It has been debated fiercely, pro 
and con. George Bernard Shaw had something per- 
tinent to. say on the subject recently. Said Mr. Shaw: 

“When a patient is suffering from an incurable 
disease, it is clearly for the patient to decide whether 
to make an end of it at once, or to wait for what is 
called the course of nature, but clearly the decision 
should not be left with another party, and in the case 
of a patient being paralyzed and being incapable of 
acting for himself or herself, surely no private person 
has a right to decide.

running nicely and we had lots of busi- 
ness, running photographs for the 
newspapers from big fights and the 
Kentucky Derby.

“Il was still disappointed that the 
airplane had not been put to a real 
business use and descended upon the 
town bankers, telling them I could fly 
to Pittsburg with their clearings, put 
them on the train for New York and 
get them there a day ahead of time, 
saving a day's interest.

By the time the air-mail bills were 
passing Congress the Robertsons had 
about 100 planes, 50 students and sev- 
eral traveling circuses and were mak- 
ing numerous taxi hops. Due to the 
fact that they were well established, 
they got the St. Louis-Chicago mail 
contract, although there were lower 
bidders. They bought several De Hav- 
iland planes, stripped them of war- 
time armament, built in mail com- 
partments, made Lindbergh chief mail 
pilot and flew the mail. 

For weeks they lost money at the 
rate of $400 a day, until the banks, 
which profited most by the mail, made 
up the deficit. Winter came. The pi- 
lots came to Robertson's office and 
asked for lighted routes, as darkness 
settled earlier. 

“The Government has proniised 
lights, but we haven't got them yet,” 
Robertson told the pilots. “If you 


want to knock 
off, just say so 
and we'll shut 
down the line. If 
not”’ 

“I’m willing,” 
said Lindbergh, 
and the others 
agreed. 

‘That was 
some tough win- 
ter,” -Robertson 
related, “but 
Slim got the fly- 
ing experience

across the Atlantic. All winter those 
fellows flew blind. In cold weather 
the rain and sleet froze on their wings 
and forced them to descend every 50 
miles or so to beat the ice off the 
plane with a broomstick. Several times 
they had to jump in parachutes in the 
dark. 

‘“‘An adventurous crowd? I should 
say. The same spirit charged the 
whole organization, so that when the 
bill for Nights finally did pass we bid 
for it and got the contract, although 
none of us had the slightest idea how 
to erect them! 

“What's more, we made money on 
it. I appointed Brandy (Gregory 
Brandewiede) head of the cohcrete- 
pouring division. It was certainly a 
laugh. Frank bossed the work crews. 
Slim, on his days off, picked out the 
spots, 10 miles apart, for beacons, and 
emergency landing fields every 20 
miles. He would land his ship on a 
farm, jabber to the farmer and take 
off with a lease in his pocket. Then 
the ‘technical experts’ and the crew 
would come in, build a concrete base, 
erect a steel tower, install a revolving 
beacon and build a little shack for the 
caretaker. While the work was in 
progress, Slim, carrying the mail, 
would pass over and strafe Brandy. 
If Brandy was on the ground, Slim 
would make him lie down. If on the 
shack or tower, he had to fall off. 

‘‘We had promised to finish the job 
in 60 days in our ignorance, and would 
actually have done it, without the $10 
a day penalty, except that on the last 
beacon, near Chicago, the ground was 
so hard we couldn’t dent it with a 
pick. We had to wait two months for 
itto thaw. That cost us $600.’”’

“‘There’'s a fellow named Orteig 
who offers $25,000 for the first 
flight,’ Slim said.

“We set out with this to obtain

“Slim finally left for the Bellanca 
factory with the $15,000 and the 
$3000 for expenses. A few days later 
he wired that he had argued with Le- 
vine, who wanted to go on the trip, 
and had given up the Bellanca idea. 

“Three days later he wired from 
San Diego that Mahoney-Ryan had 
started work on his plane. A month 
later he wired, ‘I'll be in St. Louis to- 
morrow.’ I didn’t think he could make 
it from the coast, but at 8 o'clock the 
next day I was awakened by a motor 
over my home at 40 Portland place 
and looked out the window at a beau- 
tiful silver monoplane. Slim waved 
and headed for the flying field. 

‘Here I am,’ he said, when I got 
there. ‘Not a miss all night.’ I told 
him: ‘Slim, if you get across, be sure 
to hire an advertising agent or man- 
ager and make a fortune for yourself.’

Robertson's big jump in aviation 
came last year, when he decided the 
time was ripe for a low-priced cabin 
plane. The Robertsons had  pur- 
chased 1100 Curtiss OX5 motors in 
1923 at auction prices and had them 
on hand. Frank was uncertain as to 
the feasibility of the proposition and 
branched off into the service game. 
Bill went to the Curtiss engineers and 
told them what he wanted. The 
charge for designing was to be $30,- 
000, but when C. M. Keyes of the Cur- 
tics interests saw the plans he sug- 
gested they combine and form the Cur- 
tiss-Robertson Company. This was 
done, the planes being built here and 
the OX5 motors being purchased from 
the Robertson Aircraft Corporation at

Pawnee Scouts were organized 

and Frank North, commissioned 
as a Major, was placed in command. 
Lute was given a captaincy and as- 
signed one of the two companies. 
This battalion of red men fighting 
under white officers against other 
red men was one of the most pic- 
turesque and valuable miiitary or- 
ganizations the frontier ever knew. 
The Pawnees, hereditary enemies 
of the Sioux, were superb trail- 


E WAS about thie time that the 


ers and were possessed of almost in- 
credible physical endurance. - One of 
them, Big Hawk Chief, once ran 120 
miles in 20 hours, and when his state- 
ment was doubted, he rested a day and 
ran back to show ‘em. Incidentally, he 
kept ahead of two riders who followed 
him on horseback in relays of 60 miles 
each. Tales of the Pawnees and their 
stirring deeds are numberiess. So are 
the tales of Captain North's own ad- 
ventures. But there were three hair- 
breadth escapes in his career on the 
plains which stand out now as high 
lights. One was the escape from that 
Sioux warrior whose horse stepped in 
the prairie-dog hole. 

It was on the old Pawnee reserva- 
tion, near the present site of Genoa, 
Nebraska, in 18862, shortly before 
North joined the expedition to Min- 
nesota. Frank was employed in the 
agency store and young Luther and 
his mother and two sisters had gone 
there to join him. The mother was 
wnatron of the Governiment school on 
the reservation and Luther had a job 
as teamster, hauling logs to a sawmill 
for further building projects. North 
had a team of mules and the other 
teamsters used horses. At night they 
turned all the animals out to graze and 
usually rounded them up without 
trouble the next morning. 


NE morning only the mules 
() <2 be found. The horses 
had strayed away. Luther 
mounted one of the mules and 
rode off to find them. He had 
ridden about a mile and a half 
from the agency when six Sioux war- 
riors, heavily armed with bows and 
arrows and lances, rode out of a gulch 
and cut off his retreat to the agency. 
It was a Sioux raiding party which had 
invaded the Pawnee reservation to run 
off livestock and murder such Paw- 
nees and whites as could be found. He 
was to learn later that it was only one 
of several raiding parties on the reser- 
vation at the time, but for the moment 
this one oceupied his full attention. 
The six warriors started after him on 
their fleet ponies, and he unarmed and 
mounted on a lumbering mule. 
A mile across the prairie in the op- 
posite direction was a trading post. He 
headed his mule for this and rode for 


‘dear life. It was a good mule. It put 


up such a good race that five of the 
Sioux dropped out and made for «a 
cornfield where 16 Pawnee squaws 
were at work. They killed and scaiped

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every one of the 16. Five other squaws 
were killed and scalped that day, one 
within 30 feet of the door of the _In- 
dian school. Luther’s mother and sis- 
ters, barricaded in the building, wit- 
nessed the shocking spectacle. 

But to get back to young Luther 
and his mule. One Sioux refused to 
abandon the chase. He was mounted 
on a better pony than the rest and waz 
rapidly closing in upon the fleeing boy. 

“He could easily have shot me with 
an arrow,’’ says the Captain, “but evi- 
dently he wanted to kill me with the 
lance. The Indians considered it a 
mark of valor to kill an enemy hand 
to hand, and they wanted, if possible, 
to strike him before killing him. They 
called it ‘counting coup.’ I glanced 
back and this buck was almost on the 
heels of my myle. He was raising his 
lance, and I could already feel it be- 
tween my shoulder blades when, by 
some stroke of fate, that pony stepped 
in a hole, The Indian went tumbling 
over the animal's head with lance, bow 
and arrows and all. By the time he 
got up and mounted his pony again ! 
had gained enough distance to beat 
him to the trading post and he gave up 
the chase. It was my firet real In- 
dian scare.” 


HERE were many other close 
sr to follow. Once, Captain 

North relates, he was ‘shot 
and killed,”” or at any rate he 
thought he was, which was about 
as bad, for he suffered all the 
pangs of death. It was in 1869, 
when the North brothers with about 
49 Pawnees accompanied General Eu- 
gene A. Carr’s troops op a campaign 
against the Cheyenne Chief, Tall Bull. 
The Cheyennes had just raided the 
white settlements in Western Kansas. 
They had killed many settlers and had 
carried off two white women, a Mrs. 
Weichel and Mrs. Suzannah Alderdice. 
Carr’s command, led by the scouts, 
trailed them into Northeastern Colo- 
rado and finally surprised them in 
camp in a canyon south of the present 
city of Sterling. Here occurred the 
battle of Summit Springs, in which the 
Indians were soundly defeated, with a 
loss of about 60 killed, all their food 
supplies and camping equipment de- 
stroyed and hundreds of horses cap- 
tured. Mrs. Weichel was recaptured 
alive, but Mre. Alderdice was toma- 
hawked by an Indian as the troops 
rode into the village. Both women had 
been hideously mistreated. 

As the troops attacked, the Indians 
made a brief stand and then scattered, 
about 20 warriors, including Chief 
Tall Bull, taking shelter in a canyon. 
There they were all killed, Frank 
North killing Tall Bull when the chief 
raised his head above the canyon rim 
to fire. It was in the eagly firing that 


Lute North “died” his imaginary 


death. As they rode upon Tall Bull's 
lodge, he saw an Indian a few yards

Ts theory that a barber shop is 
a more desirable place to visit 
than a dentist's office is univer- 
sally admitted. However, a careful 
study will show that it is largely a 
matter of psychology and that, as a 
general rule, a man not only endures 


as much physical pain in a barber shop 


but considerably more mental anguish; 


and while he does get a zippier choice 
of reading matter, there is no reason 
for the wide distinction now recog- 
nized. 

In fact, the barber shop incor- 
porates most of the objectionable 
characteristics of the medieval torture 
chamber, and subjects you to strangu- 
lation, fire, water and the knife; and 
as for quartering, it fairly quarters 
you to a frazzle. 

The same man who unlooses a wild 
roar of pain when a well-meaning den- 
tist accidentally touches a nerve will 
sit in stoical silence as an indifferent 
barber fricassees him in a _ scalding 
towel, carves a monogram on his chin 
or larrups his skull with rivet-like fin- 
gers which leave it so tender he must 
withhold combing for three days or 
else use a banana peel. He dreads the 
barber's scorn and is ashamed to make 
an outcry, particularly as there are 
other men and usually some women 
within earshot; but these ecruples van- 
ish in the dentist's sanctum. It goes 
to show that there would be a vastly 
different story if the barber conduct- 


hand on the customer's shoulder and 
say in kindly tones: 

“I’m afraid ae singe will do 
no good. My boy, we'll have to 
shampoo.’ 

The barber shop quickly strips a 
man of all superficial varnish and re- 
veals him for what he is. If a man 
stalks in, waves merrily to his favorite 
barber, smiles at the manicure girl 
and hums while being divested of 
coat, collar, hat and tie, he proclaims 
himself to be of the confident, hard- 
driving, successful type; a man who 
emanates from a flourishing automo. 
bile company or some other firm that 
has a block of vice presidents. On the 
Oiher hand, if he steps in shyly, fum- 
bles at his lower lip and glances fur- 
tively around the room, he plainly 
shows that he is in the self-conscious, 
unassertive, futile class; a man who is 
always missing trains, losing his foun- 
tain pen and selling before a 10-point 
rise. 


MAN with any degree of self- 
J\ consciousness fairly loathes the 
barber shop. As he enters and 
the other customers naturally look up 
to see who is responsible for the shad- 
ow, he feels that they are silently 
chuckling at his features or the cut 
of his clothes, and that they sense he 
still owes for a used automobile. 
He is 80 uncomfortable’ that 
the porter becomes glum and silent 


barber in the place is snickering at 
him, and stumbles into a chair without 
investigating whether there is a barber 
behind it or a hyena. 

As he sits there. he wishes he had 

thought of a previous engagement. A 
shroud is thrown over him and the top 
portion is drawn tightly under his 
chin, but he makes no remonstrance— 
not even when the barber's 
tinger nails scrape the tender 
flesh at the base of his neck as 
the edges are tucked in. There 
is a pause and tke customer 
yearns for the privacy of the 
dentist’s sanctum where he can 
yell and whimper and receive 
the condolence of syrupy words. 
When a gruff voice suddenly 
hisses a question in his ear, he 
starts foolishly and nods. The 
question happens to be ‘‘Shaven- 
ahaircut?” but the customer 
probably would have nodded if 
it had been “Boil you in oil?”’ 
The barber consults his tachom- 
eter and earth-inductor compass 
and pilots the customer to an 
altitude of two feet, where he 
goes into a tailspin and the pas- 
senger is thrown on his back 
with bone-shattering velocity. 
There is a churning of soap in 
a pink-and-white mug, and the 
ceremonials have started. 

It is no easy task to acquire

Another type of customer gives the 
barber 25 cents and the porter a dime, 
but when he leaves he has a premoni- 
tion that every barber and porter in 
the shop is chuckling at him for being 
a sap and an easy mark. If he doesn't 
tip the barber 25 cents he feels that 
dark things will be said about him. 
No inatter what a man does, he is ugu- 
ally possessed by the uncomfortable 
feeling that he ie being criticised. He 
has only to look back and he will find 
the barbers and porters gazing after 
him with expressions of sorrow, disap- 
pointment, amuzement, malice, curios- 
ity or amazement. ’ 


HERE are many kinds of bar- 
bers. There are gloomy bar- 
bers, jovial barbers, garrulous 
barbers, here and there a _ horse 
race or soccer enthusiast, and bar- 
bers who spend their time running 
down other barbers.
